‘Stop the Biomass’ 


T HIS is an open letter to all 
planners and conservationist 
‘experts’ regarding their concern 
over biodiversity... the buzz word of the 
21st century... in the Vale. 

A prime example would be the current 
development at Redwood Close in Llantwit 
Major, a well known flood plain which, 
nevertheless, had a stunning amount of birds 
living there - even though the Vale planners 
described it as ‘scrub land’ and ‘worthless’, prior 
to the development being given the green light. 

Since work started here, naturally a large 
amount of trees have been felled; this in turn has 
caused the numbers of species of birds to decrease 
alarmingly, to the point where we no longer have 
any woodpeckers, plus all the varieties of tits have 
disappeared altogether. 

These were daily visitors, but obviously the 
change in their habitat (not to mention the amount 
of noise) has driven them away. Such a shame,

apparently on visiting the site before development 
began, saw only four birds). 

Conservation doesn’t seem to be very high on 
the VOG’s agenda, despite their claims regarding 
biodiversity, where new developments are 
concerned. 

Another even greater concern perhaps is the 
heavy traffic coming from the bypass through 
Boverton to access Redwood Close... hazardous 
to say the least. 

Our narrow roads are not fit for these enormous 
lorries and I only hope that there will not be any 
accidents on this dangerous stretch.

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CONSERVATIVES PUT A DINAS BYPASS 
BACK ON THE POLITICAL AGENDA 


DINAS POWYS needs a bypass and a 
Welsh Conservative Government will 
deliver it, according to the Welsh 
Conservative Leader, Andrew RT Davies.

ON March 15, Trevor Fishlock 
made a welcome return to the 
Dinas Powys Probus Club - 
this time to talk about his 
career as a newspaper 
foreign correspondent. 

Brought up in Hereford by 
parents who were avid newspaper 
readers, lying on the floor reading 
discarded papers, Trevor was 
excited by the thought of being a 
reporter; and after leaving school, 
got a job as an apprentice reporter 
with the Portsmouth Evening 
News on condition that he learned 
shorthand up to 80 words per 
minute, and that he was able to 
ride the office motorbike. 

Shorthand posed no problem, 
but he did hit a police car on an 
early bike trip. He was taught by 
the experienced reporters what he 
could say, what he couldn’t say, 
and what he probably shouldn’t 
say, when filing his report. 

He then moved to The Times in 
London and was given the choice 
of either staying in London, or, 
moving to Wales as their “foreign 
correspondent.” He chose Wales. 

Wales at that time was full of 
news and controversy. Charles 
had just been made Prince of 
Wales, there were miners’ strikes, 
and plenty of political arguments 
to become involved in and report. 
He also started to walk around the 


country to meet the ordinary 
people who often were more 
interesting than officials and the 
like. 

In 1980, The Times moved him 
to India where Mrs Indira Gandhi 
had returned to power, supported 
by her son Sanjay, a very powerful 
man but hated by many. Just as 
Trevor arrived, Sanjay was killed 
flying his own plane and his 
funeral was a major event to cover. 

Then off to Peshawar in 
Pakistan. The Russians had 
recently withdrawn from the 
region but this did not stop the 
Mujahedin fighting amongst 
themselves, not as a combined 
nation but simply to support their 
own local warlord. 

Trevor has always wanted to 
record the lives of ordinary 
people, their habits, work and 
thinking: this he believes is what 
reporters sometimes fail to cover 
as newspapers want a continual 
daily supply of ‘real news’. 

Therefore, he made a trek into 
the remotest parts of Afghanistan, 
stayed in Toro Boro, which years 
later was the hiding place of 
Osama bin Laden, and 
interviewed a woman who was the 
leader of a band of Dacoit bandits. 

She was known to have 
committed 21 murders, spent time 
in prison, was released, became a 
leading politician and was then 


assassinated. 

Trevor then spent time in 
Australia and South Africa and 
later, three years in Moscow, 
working for the Daily Telegraph. 
Russians were very poor in all 
manner of ways but things were 
changing under President 
Gorbachev. 

He met a lady of 90 who had 
spent years in exile, but who later 
had taught a young Khrushev. 
Trevor’s secretary, really a KGB 
agent whose name was Nellie, was 
a Dolly Parton look-alike. 

Upon retirement, Trevor 
returned to Wales and started a 
second career as a TV presenter of 
programmes walking around 
Wales. He had met John 
Ridgeway, the adventurer and 
sailor, who invited Trevor to join 
him on a “little trip “, actually to 
sail from Cape Town through the 
‘roaring forties’ of the South 
Atlantic to Melbourne. Though 
scared and cold in equal parts, as 
John didn’t allow any heating on 
his boats (wet socks, for example, 
were dried by sleeping with them 
under the armpit), it was an 
unforgettable experience. 

Trevor now lives in Wales and 
writes books about his worldwide 
travels.

Hutt, Wales’ Finance Minister, pointed out that the 
Welsh Government was hampered in delivery of 
road schemes because of cuts in the ‘capital budget’. 

The Conservatives say a number of people have 
raised concerns regarding traffic levels in the village, 
and the impact it has had, not just on congestion, but 
also issues regarding safety. 

Mr Davies said: “It was fantastic to hold a 
community surgery in Dinas Powys and discuss the 
wide variety of issues local people have. 
Unsurprisingly, the bypass was the main issue 
people wanted to talk about since they have been 
promised it for decades and nothing has been done. 

“The current transport links to Dinas Powys are 
completely unacceptable and congestion is a major 
issue. This makes it difficult for people to get to 
work and also poses many safety risks for vulnerable 
groups such as children, the elderly and disabled.” 

He stated: “As First Minister, I will put the bypass 
into a Welsh Conservative Government’s national 
transport plan for delivery, something only the 
Welsh Conservatives have promised to do. 

“Labour only need to lose one seat to lose control 
of the Assembly and it is therefore vital that we elect 
Ross England as the Welsh Conservative AM for the 
Vale of Glamorgan, so that we are in a position to 
make this happen.” 

Plaid’s Coun Chris Frank called for ‘straight- 
talking’ on the issue. “The challenge is for the 
Conservatives to prove that the bypass is their top 
manifesto, not local, priority. 

“In Montgomery, they want a bypass around 
Llanymynech, leading to Shrewsbury; then in the 
north, they are very bitter that nothing is spent in 
their patch, and object to anything else being spent 
here. 

“In Cardiff, the priority has been the recently 
approved Eastern Bay Link, leading to the A48 and 


the M4 relief Road. The Conservatives want to 
spend £1.2 billion on the M4. In Pembrokeshire, 
they campaign for the duelling of the A40...The list 
goes on. 

“The Chancellor, in his chaotic budget, wants to 
cut another £3.5 billion from spending. So where is 
the money coming from? 

“Added to which, Conservatives supported the 
Local Development Plan, which specifically 
excluded a bypass. There is need for some straight 
talking.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt said: “It is clear there is a need 
for action to tackle the scale of traffic and congestion 
in Dinas Powys. 

“A Dinas Powys by-pass would be beneficial to 
alleviate traffic congestion and improve road safety 
but, I know as Finance Minister, that the 30per cent 
cuts to our capital budget in Wales by the UK 
Government has had a major impact on support for 
new highways projects.”

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Sully’s councillors declare 
victory after traveller site is 
rejected - due to flooding fears 


SULLY councillors declared victory after 
a Vale Council proposal for a permanent 
traveller site at Hayes Road was rejected 
at a planning hearing. 

A Welsh Assembly planning inspector made the 
decision after hearing submissions from the 
council, councillors Kevin Mahoney and Bob 
Penrose, and other local objectors. 

Marcus Goldsworthy, the Vale’s head of 
regeneration and planning, said afterwards: “The 
Vale Council has a legal responsibility to meet the 
accommodation needs of gypsies and travellers. 

“It had been proposed in the draft deposit local 
development plan that this was best achieved by 
establishing a permanent gypsy and traveller site at 
the location of the current encampment at Hayes 
Road, Sully. 

“The inspector has, however, recommended that, 
on account of the potential for flooding of part of 


the site, the council removes this proposal from the 
plan and reconsiders how best to meet this need. 

“Although the Vale Council maintains that this is 
the most appropriate location, we will now look 
again how best to accommodate the needs of 
gypsies and travellers within the Vale. The council 
is currently undertaking its regular assessment of 
the needs of this protected group and this work will 
now form part of this process. 

“How the council will address the 
recommendations made by the inspector during the 
hearing will be considered over the coming months 
and reported back to the inspector, and local 
residents, later in the year.” 

Sully councillor Kevin Mahoney said he and 
Coun Penrose had delivered on their promise to 
villagers to fight the proposal until it was thrown 
out: “Myself and Bob Penrose had constantly 
pointed out over a three year period to both the

WITH Barry Island 
expected to be very busy 
this Easter weekend, the 
Vale Council says it has 
taken steps to ensure that 
the main access road to the 
resort, the Causeway, is 
fully open.

Cyclists can 
access Barry Island via the 
Causeway and there are a number 
of locations to lock bicycles near 
to the seafront. 

Visitors are reminded that on¬ 


street parking is restricted to a 
maximum of two hours and there 
will be civil parking enforcement 
officers on patrol to enforce this. 
However, both Barry Island car 
parks will be open across the 
Easter bank holiday weekend. 
Together these car parks provide 
spaces for 1,600 cars. 

There is also a range of public 
transport options for travel to the 
resort, as well as a park and ride 
service in operation from the 
Barry Docks train station and 
adjacent car park.

Gloucestershire to walk 
the southern part of the 
renowned and craggily 
beautiful Malvern Hills, 
where George Mallory 
walked in preparation 
for his ascent of Everest 
back in the early 1920s.

Bromsberrow village in

WHEN WELSH COAL 
FUELLED THE ENEMY! 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Brian Davies, 
who until his retirement, 
was the curator of 
Pontypridd museum, and 
has a vast knowledge of 
the south Wales coal 
industry. 

His topic dealt with John 
Nixon from Durham, who 
trained as mining engineer in 
Newcastle, and qualified at the 
age of 14. Not able to get a job 
locally, because of nepotism, he 
travelled to the newly-developing 
coalfields of south Wales. 

Nixon noted that the Welsh 
coal burnt with much less smoke 
than that from the north. In 1840, 
he met Mrs Thomas the ‘Mother 


of the Welsh Coal trade’, and 
tried to negotiate buying coal 
from her for use in the French 
Sugar Refining Industry. She said 
she was happy with her local 
clients, and was not interested in 
expanding her business. 

He subsequently bought 100 
tons from the Cwmbach Mine for 
this trade to Nantes. He 
subsequently contacted the 
French Navy, and was able to 
demonstrate that Welsh coal was 
30 per cent more efficient, and 
required 15 per cent less 
manpower for stoking, and won 
the contract to supply all the fuel 
for the new French battleships, 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Palmerston, fearful of the French 
attacking Britain, went ahead 
with major defences around the 


British coast. Whereas, in reality, 
the French Navy was being 
sustained by Welsh coal which 
could have been cut off at 
source, and would have been 
much easier and cheaper than 
building the coastal defences. 

The next meeting is today 
(March 24), when Mike 
Cheeseman will be talking about 
‘Moon Mysteries.’New members 
are very welcome at £2 per 
meeting, including light 
refreshments.

The school has been 
working with education 
technology company 
Aspire2Be for the past 
six months to set up 
beacon technology 
across the school, to 
enable pupils to access 
learning resources 
related to lessons 
through an application 
on their phones or 
tablets. 

They are one of only 
a handful of schools in 
the UK, and the first 
school in Wales, to use 
the technology, which 


will allow students to 


access a more engaging 
and personalised 
learning experience. 

Beacons are Low 
Energy Bluetooth 
emitting devices which 
can push out messages 
and provide information 
to individuals by 
connecting with an 
application on a phone 
or tablet. 

It is a simple and low 
cost way of sending 
tailored information to 
school pupils and is 
proving successful in 
enriching the learning 
experience as teachers 
are trained to develop 
lesson plans and 


resources which can 
make use of the 
technology available. 

Rhys Corcoran, 
geography teacher at 
Mary Immaculate High 
School was involved in 
developing the project 
with Aspire2Be. 

He said: “For teaching 
staff, the package 
created by Aspire 2Be 
has allowed us to really 
change the way we 
deliver lessons here at 
Mary Immaculate. It 
allows us to present 
information in a variety 
of ways, and therefore 
enables students to 
access far more 
information, in different 


formats during their 
lessons. 

“We can bring 
together websites, 
videos, interactive 
quizzes and 
opportunities for 
students to record their 
own audio visual 
resources, with more 
traditional methods of 
learning, to give our 
young people a fully 
blended experience. The 
use of beacon 
technology makes our 
pupils’ learning journey 
far more stimulating and 
we are already seeing an 
impact on achievement 
when these teaching 
modules are assessed.”

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New organ donation 
system has saved lives 


FIFTEEN people donated 
their organs in the first two 
months after a new soft opt- 
out system for organ donation 
was introduced in Wales, new 
figures released today show. 

Health and Social Services 
Minister Mark Drakeford has 
urged families in Wales to 
continue talking about their organ 
donation decisions. 

The figures show that of the 
15 people who donated their 
organs during December 2015 
and January 2016, six had their 
consent deemed because they had 
not registered a decision to either 
opt in or opt out of becoming an 
organ donor. 

Professor Drakeford said: “In 
the first two months, 15 people in 
Wales have donated their organs, 
six of whom had their consent 
deemed. 


“The change in the organ 
donation system has made it 
easier for people to donate their 
organs and ended a very anxious 
wait for many people who are 
waiting for a transplant. 

“However, it is important for 
everyone in Wales to talk to their 
loved ones about their organ 
donation decisions and to register 
it - whether it is to opt in or out - 
on the organ donation register. 

“Sharing your decision with 
your family and loved ones can 
help in the rare event that your 
family should ever have a 
conversation about organ 
donation with healthcare 
professionals.” 

Since 2010, more than 150 
people in Wales have died while 
waiting for an organ transplant. 
The new system, which came into 
effect on December 1,2015, has 


been designed to make it for 
people to become an organ donor, 
and reflects what the majority of 
people in Wales say they want. 

Nine out of 10 people in 
Wales support organ donation but 
only three out of 10 people have 
recorded a decision on the organ 
donor register. The new system 
could help increase the number of 
donors in Wales by 25 per cent 
and save or transform the lives of 
around 45 people each year. 

The new system - known as 
soft opt out or deemed consent - 
allows people who want to be an 
organ donor to either register a 
decision to opt in or do nothing. 

For those who choose to do 
nothing, if they are 18 or over, 
have lived in Wales for more than 
12 months and also die in Wales, 
they will be regarded as having 
consented to organ donation. 


Free governance health 
check for your organisation 


GOOD governance is a vital part of how 
third sector organisations operate and are 
held accountable for what they do. 

Wales Council for Voluntary Action (WCVA) has 
developed the Governance Health Check that can 
help groups ensure they operate effectively, 
efficiently and legally. 

A spokesman explained: “The Governance Health 
Check is intended to be used as a self-assessment 
tool that has been designed to help governing bodies 
e.g. trustee board to work towards adhering to the 
principles of good governance, and to help 
governing bodies of any size demonstrate their 
governance practices to regulators, funders, 


beneficiaries and stakeholders. 

“The process can be carried out in stages and at 
your own pace. 

‘Do not worry if you do identify issues when going 
through this process, in most cases such issues can 
be resolved reasonably easily. 

“GVS is able to offer free assistance to help you 
resolve any issues that need addressing as a result of 
completing the health check. ”

Having served in a variety of 
parishes within this diocese over 
the past 31 years, I’m very 
fortunate to have always had the 
support of my wife, Julie.” 

Canon Parkinson has been 
Vicar of Llantrisant since 1997 
and is also the vocations advisor 
for Morgannwg.

TENSE, TAUT AND GRIPPING... 

10 Cloverfield Lane 
Is a glorious delight 


2 008 ’s 

CLOVERFIELD 
was a film that 
eschewed normal 
film marketing 
practices. Very little 
was known about the 
film (the first teaser 
trailer released didn’t 
even give the title), 
which reinvigorated 
the found-footage 
genre and made for a 
hugely satisfying 
watch. 

Rumours of sequels 
have rumbled in the 
years since, but 10 
Cloverfield Lane isn’t a 
sequel per se - instead, 
according to producer JJ 
Abrams, it’s a film that 
is a “blood relative of 
Cloverfield”. It tells the 
story of Michelle (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead), 
who is involved in a car 
crash and awakens in a 
bunker with Howard 
(John Goodman), who 
has built the bunker in 
the event of a global 
crisis. 

He tells Michelle that 
an attack has taken 
place and, along with 
Emmett (John Gallagher 
Jr), the three of them 
are safe below ground. 
But Michelle soon starts 
to think that the greatest 
dangers may lie inside 
as well as outside... 

The use of the name 
‘Cloverfield’ on this 
film is both a blessing 
and a curse - a blessing 
because the name value 
should attract a wider 
audience than would 
normally turn out for 
what is, in essence, a 
low-budget post- 
apocalyptic thriller, and 
a curse because anyone 
expecting something 
stylistically similar to 
its ‘blood relative’ will 
feel slightly 


shortchanged. 

What 10 Cloverfield 
Lane is, however, is a 
tense, taut and wholly 
gripping piece of work 
that will keep you on 
the edge of your seat, 
well-acted and keeping 
you guessing until the 
end credits unspool. 

The inbuilt tension of 
creating a story built on 
mystery confined to a 
small area is marshalled 
incredibly well, the 
story drip-feeding you 
tidbits of information, 
morsels that are 
delivered with a hint of 
suspicion; is what we, 
the audience, and 
Michelle are told the 
truth or is it a carefully 
and elaborately 
arranged series of 
misdirections and 
mistruths? Just when 
you have a grasp of 
what is going on, the 
rug is not so much 
pulled but gently 
tugged, making you 
question what is 
unfolding. 

It is an exercise in 
writing with clarity and 
economy - it’s a puzzle 
piece of a script, pieces 
dropped in only to come 
into play later on, and it 
sits together excellently. 

The film hangs on 
three excellent 
performances from the 
cast - Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead is one of those 
actors who just isn’t in 
enough films, and here 
she is excellent as the 
audience’s eyes and 
ears. Michelle could so 
easily be a victim, but 
she’s an independent 
and resourceful heroine, 
the actress giving the 
character real steel and 
purpose, and Winstead 
shows why she is one of 
the most underrated 
actresses working today.

gone before,jars ever so 
slightly - that isn’t to 
say it isn’t good, 
however, taking the 
story and shifting 
somewhere else entirely, 
it’s just that it may be a 
little too much of a gear 
shift. 

Okay, back with us? 
Welcome! Directed with 
a sense of confidence 
from first-time 
filmmaker Dan 
Trachtenberg, there is a 
skill to the slowly- 
building tension and 
Trachtenberg’s ability to 
use the small location to 
maximum effect really 
adds to this in an 
impressive feature 
debut. 

It’s an outstanding 


piece of work, 
whichever way you cut 
it, a film that isn’t cut 
from the same cloth as 
its (sort of) progenitor, 
but one that carries just 
as much impact and 
intrigue, and may 
actually be a more 
rounded,engaging 
experience -10 
Cloverfield Lane is a 
superb film. 

VERDICT -An 
exercise in creating 
something dripping with 
tension that keeps you 
engrossed throughout, 
10 Cloverfield Lane is 
an excellent film. The 
trio of central 
performances are 
exceptional, the script is 
near-faultless and the 
whole affair is 
marshalled with real 
control by director Dan 
Trachtenberg - this is 
one of the most 
surprisingly superb 
films of the year so far. 
Essential viewing.

Dark secrets unearthed

H aving 

studied old 
large-scale

details the

possibly a sailor - 
enough ships foundered 
around our coastline 
back in the nineteenth 
century) - but on 
Dimlands Road 
(Llantwit Major) - 
“Human Remains found 
A.D. 1880” - in a 
roadside wall? 

Or likewise in 1861 in 
the Ysgubor Naw Erw 
barn buildings near St 
Donat’s. When people 
got knocked off years 
ago, they found their last 
resting place is the most 
unlikely places - in 
walls of houses, in field- 
side walls or even under 
flagstones of pubs. 

There is plenty of 
lime around our district 
- ideal for subduing the 
stench of a de¬ 
composing corpse 
beneath your crib table. 

Just above Cowbridge 
on Stalling Down, the 
OS Maps beam out 
‘Battle between the 
English and Welsh - 
A.D. 1401’-but oddly 
no bones found here - 
despite this being also 
the location of the local 
gallows! 

But down in Moulton, 
another soul was found 
(only remains alas) in a 
hedgerow in 1864 - and 
prior to that, in 1856, 
another body was 
unearthed in a field 
across the road. 

Later, in 1876, 
another skeleton was 
discovered in the ‘Castle 
Ditches’ in Cwm y 
Breach, Llancarfan 


where, in 1850 a ‘sword 
and cannon ball’ were 
found. 

Not far away, during 
the alteration of the 
buildings at Llanvithyn 
the skeleton of a man 
was found “built into the 
thickness of a wall”. 
Another unknown 
resident lay hidden just 
waiting to be 
discovered... one day. 

But now to Cap Coch. 
The question is true or 
not? The New Inn Road 
between Ewenni and 
Merthyr Mawr takes one 
to the New Inn Bridge - 
used for dipping sheep 
and the like, but also, 
tradition has it, to 
dispose of bodies of 
victims of a character 
known as Cap Coch on 
account of the headwear 
he acquired apparently 
from Brittany around the 
time of the Napoleonic 
wars. 

The bridge and 
country road were 
named after the New Inn 
(on some estate maps 
entitled New Inn House) 
when stood on the south 
side of the bridge. 

Popular with 
travellers in the days of 
the mail and stage 
coaches, and various 
salesmen in foot or 
horseback, tradition has 
it that Cap Coch and his 


cronies had a habit of 
murdering their guests, 
helping themselves to 
the victims’ possessions 
and beetling off to 
Bridgend to sell the 
belongings so obtained. 
‘The story continues that 
the once the mail 
coaches were diverted 
through Bridgend town 
the New Inn lost much 
of its ‘custom’ and fell 
into dereliction. The 
arrival of the South 
Wales Railway in turn 
put paid to the mail and 
stagecoaches (within a 
week of the first train). 

But strangely, many 
of the old coaching inns 
of the route to 
Cowbridge and Cardiff 
remain very much open 
for business to this day. 
Perhaps the ‘locals’ - if 
any (!) were put off by 
the odour eminating 
from the floor and 
walls? 

Apparently, Cap Coch 
buried his victims under 
the flagstones of the pub 
after people started to 
ask questions about 
bodies being washed up 
along the Afon Ogwr. 
When that was full, the 
garden outside the New 
Inn began its new role as 
a cemetery and once that 
was full to the brim the 
nearby woods and field 
became the last resting 


places of the 
unsfortunate guests. 

Possibly another 
reason for the demise of 
the hostelry was that the 
beer was a bit dodgy 
(most pub landlords 
back them brewed their 
own ale) - though it 
cannot have been for the 
lack of body. Hum. 

The local legend 
continues that Cap Coch 
died at the age of 90 
without ever having 
been apprehended - 
another account has it 
that he was hung on 
Stalling Down for 
stealing a sheep. The 
‘true facts’ supposedly 
came to light when the 
dilapidated New Inn was 
finally demolished 
around 1900, when 
bodies galore were 
unearthed in the above 
mentioned places. 

We know from early 
tithe and estate maps 
that the New Inn existed. 
But if the above was true 
there were plenty of 
newspapers in the Vale 
at the time to report the 
grim findings. One 


would of thought that 
the local constabulary 
would have taken a 
passing interest - even if 
the events took place 
before the days of Sir 
Robert Peel. 

Well, it’s a good old 
yam (it would be a lot 
more believable if a bit 
of solid evidence came 
to light - a number of 
local historians and 
gums on such matters 
inform us that it is a true 
story based on fact). 

CJO Evans, in his 
Glamorgan - its History 
and Topography 
published back in 1938, 
states: “Several 
unpleasant stories are 
told of Cap Coch, 
probably all invented, 
and his descendents, still 
living at Bridgend, 
cannot feel too happy 
about their ancestor”. 

Well, if that is tme, 
Cap Coch had a real 
name which people of 
just a few generations 
back must have known! 

Anyway, if any GEM 
readers have any 
information that could 


shed more light on the 
subject speak now! Alun 
Morgan wrote his 
novelette Inn of Fear on 
the subject, though 
(albeit supposedly based 
on fact) admits that most 
of the characters are 
fictional. If Cap Coch 
was hung there should 
be a record. 

Back to GEM readers 
- folklore has it that 
(although there are no 
recognisable remains of 
the pub) there may well 
be victims and their 
booty still lying 
somewhere close to the 
New Inn to this day - 
undiscovered! Who 
knows what might 
actually be beneath your 
feet. 

And those country 
lanes and their walls - 
maybe there is a spooky 
sound of a someone 
from an age ago begging 
for you to let them 
escape their unfortunate 
last resting place. 

Next - What lies 
buried under the sand 
dunes around our 
coastline?

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PENARTH HOCKEY TEAMS CELEBRATE WINS 


ONE week on from wrapping up a double 
league championship success, Penarth 
Hockey Club extended its season into 
April by emerging victorious in two 
Welsh Cup competition semi-finals at the 
home of Hoci Cymru in Cardiff. 

In typical fashion, the first and second XIs 
progressed to the showpieces finals of the Welsh 
Trophy and Welsh Challenge in very different 
fashion, with the senior side overpowering Cardiff 
University while the seconds endured another nail- 
biter as their encounter with Llandudno went to a 
penalty shoot-out. 

CARDIFF UNIVERSITY A 0, PENARTH 2 
After finishing the regular season on a high, the 
first XI could switch their focus to cup glory as 
they continued the hunt for a league and cup 
double. 

The Bears faced a familiar foe in the final match 
of semi-finals day at the Welsh Institute of Sport 
but, despite having already completed the double 
over their student rivals in the league, were quick to 
acknowledge that the opposition looked a much 
improved outfit this time around. 

With the time for talk over, Penarth kept the pre¬ 
game speech short and simple: keep doing what 
they had been doing all season. Spurred on by the 
second XIs’ earlier triumph, the Vale side quickly 
settled into the game, finding their rhythm and 
pressing the University deep into their own half. 

Despite the bright start, however, they could not 
find the early opener that has proven valuable on so 
many occasions this season as the students provided 
their toughest test to date. 

Penarth continued to dominate possession and 
territory throughout the first half and limited the 
University to rare forays forward, but clear cut 
chances were few and far between. The chances that 
were created, however, were thwarted by a former 
'Penarthian' Calum Grant, who produced a string of 
outstanding saves to keep the students in the game, 
notably preventing Laith El-Khatib from adding to 
his tally for the season, while current Penarth keeper 
Mark Harris had yet to be called upon. 

The first period remained goalless but, from the 
restart, Penarth continued from where they had left 
off, dictating the play and containing the University 
to their own half. 

Grant would pull off another first class save, 
diving low to his right to again deny El-Khatib as it 
became apparent that a single goal could settle 


proceedings. Midway through the second half, 
however, Penarth's dominance finally produced the 
crucial breakthrough. 

Captain Tom Haran won possession back in the 
University half, slipping the ball inside to player- 
coach Ben Croxall who, in turn, found the returning 
Jonny Moore wide on the right. Moore drove into 
the D”, forcing Grant into a save that only served to 
pop the ball up to the waiting El-Khatib, who would 
not be denied this time. 

Penarth readied themselves for a backlash but, 
with a dominant defensive line, this never 
materialised, and the Vale side twice went close to 
putting the game to bed as Phil Lane went close to 
doubling the advantage. 

With time fast running out, the students began to 
throw the proverbial kitchen sink at Penarth, 
committing more and more men forward, but the 
Bears' seasoned players began to show their 
experience, with Tyrone Moore in particular making 
several superb tackles to slow play and calm the 
situation. 

In their efforts to equalize, the students left 
themselves vulnerable at the back and it proved 
third time lucky for Lane as his persistence paid off 
with a late strike. 

Moore’s pace again proved too much for his 
markers, before he committed Grant and supplied a 
pin-point pass for Lane to complete a lung-busting 
run by sweeping the ball home and starting the 
celebrations. 

With Penarth’s forwards stealing the headlines on 
so many occasions this season, it was the defence's 
turn to take the plaudits, with Haran, Sam 
Williamson, David Stevens and Mark Thomas 
producing the defensive display of the season to 
deny a high-quality University attack a single shot 
on goal and cement the Bears' place in the final 
against Bangor University. 

LLANDUDNO A 1, PENARTH A 1 
(2-4 ON PENALTIES) 

The second XI went into their early morning 
fixture on the back of seven straight league 
victories in which they scored 39 goals and 
conceded only one, so it was a confident squad 
which faced off against unfamiliar north Wales 
opposition. 

The opening exchanges soon made it evident that 
the teams were evenly matched and that whichever 
team was to progress to the final was going to have 
to work hard to earn their victory. 

The first half was a cagey affair with both teams 


struggling to string passes together and defences 
ultimately dominating attack. 

Captain Matthew Birch went closest for Penarth 
from a rare penalty comer, but it was Llandudno 
who had the better of the half, earning a few penalty 
corners of their own, but ultimately being thwarted 
by the Bears’ back four. 

The tension that made attractive hockey hard to 
come by also resulted in an exchange of sin bin 
periods, with players from both side taking time out 
at the umpires' discretion in what was becoming a 
physical affair, and Penarth made a tactical change 
at half-time, switching their central midfielders to 
play side-by-side rather than in a diamond 
formation, which allowed the Vale side to retain 
possession more effectively. 

While the second half saw Penarth get a stronger 
foothold on the game, they still struggled to get the 
ball up to their strikers, and chances on goal 
remained few and far between. 

With both sides looking for the breakthrough, it 
was Llandudno who eventually found the back of 
the net first - only for the penalty corner strike to be 
disallowed. 

With no extra time before the match would be 
decided by a penalty shoot-out, the search for goals 
was becoming more desperate with every passing 
minute and, while Penarth looked the more 
threatening in the latter stages, it was Llandudno 
who again nearly took the lead, with Bears' 
goalkeeper Adam Putt having to make a fantastic 
save to deny the visitors on the counter-attack. 

The deadlock was eventually broken with only 
seven minutes on the clock, and it was Penarth who 
appeared to have seized a vital lead following some 
excellent composure in the Llandudno 'D'. 

Having won a rare short corner, Sam Chick saw 
his initial effort saved by the 'keeper, but Tom 
Parkinson picked up the rebound, squared the ball 
back to Chick who, in turn, found James Kidby to 
his left. 

Instead of shooting, however, the two-goal hero 
from the previous weekend's league championship 
triumph slipped the ball to the back post, where the 
unmarked Dave Watkins was able to slide the ball 
home. 

With their recent defensive form, Penarth felt 
confident of holding Llandudno out for the 
remaining minutes, but the north Walians had other 
ideas and, in a move more associated with ice 
hockey than field hockey, replaced their goalkeeper 
with an extra outfield player. 


Despite Birch loitering in their ‘D’, the tactic 
allowed Llandudno to push higher up the pitch and 
it paid off when they won a controversial short 
corner as the final whistle sounded. 

With the rules allowing for the corner to be 
completed after time expired, the Penarth ‘D’ was 
flooded with 10 yellow shirts, and the extra 
firepower produced an equaliser with the last touch 
of the game as an unmarked man deflected a well- 
worked routine in at the back post. 

With the scores level once more, the tie went 
immediately to a penalty shoot-out, with each side 
having five one-on-one attempts from the 23-yard 
line. 

Both teams scored two of their first three, with 
Birch and Watkins making their mark for Penarth 
before Kidby put the Bears ahead again with their 
fourth attempt. 

Goalkeeper Putt - who had played excellently 
throughout the entire game despite suffering from 
flu - then produced a superb save to give the local 
side the advantage, handing Sam Docherty the 
opportunity to step up and win the tie for the Bears. 

After coaxing the Llandudno keeper into 
‘logging’, the influential midfielder was able to 
round his prone opponent and slip the ball into an 
empty net - to the elation of the entire Penarth squad 
team and the substantial number of spectators who 
braved the chilly conditions that accompanied the 
mid-morning start. 

With captain Birch stepping down at the end of 
the season, next month's final against old foe 
Swansea University could provide a rare 
opportunity to complete the league and cup double 
but, regardless of the result, the entire Penarth club 
already thanks its stalwart for the outstanding job he 
has done this year. 

With the GoCrea8 Hockey League season now 
complete, the first and second XIs have five weeks to 
prepare for their finals, where they face Bangor 
University and Swansea University respectively. 

Both games, along with the remainder of the 
Welsh Cup competitions for both men and women 
take place at the Welsh Institute of Sport at Sophia 
Gardens over the weekend of April 23/24, with start 
times to be determined. CL

Wales finally cut loose and 
left to ponder on what if..?

I T may seem churlish to the point of 
absurdity to sound any note of 
caution when a team has 
comprehensively demolished the 
opposition by a record-breaking 67 
points to 14 - scoring nine excellent tries 
in the process - and the Welsh camp 
were understandably jubilant after 
ending their Six Nations campaign on a 
notable high in front of the usual full 
house at Cardiff’s Principality stadium 
on Saturday. 

There is no question, as head coach Warren 
Gatland pointed out in the post-match media 


briefing, that this was a much-improved 
performance on the disappointing, 60-minute 
no-show against England two weeks before at 
Twickenham, which saw the collapse of their 
title hopes for another year. 

However, the Welsh camp will be mindful 
that their injury-hit opponents on Saturday - 
perennial wooden spoonists Italy - have been 


beaten by every other team in the tournament, 
shipping a grand total of 224 points and 
amassing only 79 - unsurprisingly looking for 
all the world like a punch-dazed boxer who had 
taken one KO too many. 

Moreover, the home team really was on a 
hiding to nothing, with victory surely being 
taken for granted against Six Nations minnows 
who were walloped 61-20 last year, and with 
nothing more at stake on the final day of the 
tournament than the runners-up spot - as it 
turned out, to England - who completed their 
first Grand Slam for 13 years under new coach 
Eddie Jones, with a 31-21 win in Paris. 

What critics and supporters alike were 
hoping to see was a complete 80-minute 
performance at last from a talented, and now 
matured Welsh squad, that had promised so 
much more at the outset of the campaign, after 
the heroics of the Rugby World Cup, but had 
managed to hit true form only in fits and 
starts. 

In the event, while no-one can argue with the 
one-sided, and at times exhilarating display 
(George North’s brilliant solo try was a 
highlight that brought the ecstatic crowd to 
their feet), there was still the nagging sense that 
this Six Nations represented an opportunity 
lost, and potential again unfulfilled. 

It is a mark of the national squad’s success 
under Gatland’s astute stewardship, that the 
overly high expectations which are never far 
below the surface in Welsh rugby, have now 
become an even heavier burden of pressure for 
his players to carry. 

They know they are capable of much more 
than was shown in a frustrating Six Nations 
tournament that realistically was lost in the 
first 40 minutes of the opening drawn match in 
Dublin. It was compounded by the tepid first 
half at Twickenham, which handed England 
the Triple Crown and sent them on their way to 
a title that had once seemed well within Welsh 
reach - prompting assistant coach Robin 
McBryde to admit: “ That result, and the 
performance, took the wind out of our sails a 
little bit”. 

Gatland, though, was insistent that the 
Ireland result was not so much about Wales 
playing poorly: “It was more a reflection that 
Ireland really came out and played well in that 
first period - but there’s no doubt we didn’t 
perform to the level we expect of ourselves.” 

Hmm...Be that as it may, the camp are left to 
ponder on what might have been. They also 
know that their now habitual slow starts and 
the kind of lapses in concentration and clinical 
execution that cost at least two or three more 
tries on Saturday, will be ruthlessly punished 
by better sides, as the focus of attention starts 
to turn to the far more formidable challenge to 
come in the three “summer tests against world 
champions New Zealand. 

The arduous tour will clearly require them to

step up several gears from current levels of 
performance if they are to be at all competitive 
in the unforgiving land of the long white cloud. 

No-one can be more acutely aware of this 
than Gatland himself, with the Kiwi saying the 
tour is timely, given that the All Blacks are in 
transition, following the retirement of senior 
players and that their incoming successors will 
be under severe pressure to perform. 

He has also responded sharply to criticism 
that Welsh play is “boring” and “predictable” 
and after the nine-try blitz on Saturday, 
insisted that they were trying to evolve a more 
expansive style of play: “It’s just taking a little 
bit of time... We showed some nice improvement 
today. We showed progression towards the end 
against England and there were some nice 
touches again today ” (against Italy). 

Certainly, the team showing four changes, 
came out with greater intent and returning 
scrum half Rhys Webb was first to get his 
name on the scoreboard with a typical sniping 
run after just four minutes. Outside half Dan 
Biggar slotted over the conversion, then added 
two penalties and converted his own try and a 
touchdown by Jonathan Davies, to end the first 
half with a commanding 27-0 lead. 

It was already clear that the bravely battling 
Azzurri were in for another torrid afternoon 
and the totally one-sided nature of the 
encounter was underlined when almost 
immediately, Jamie Roberts powered through 
the fragile defence as if it wasn’t there. He was 
followed four minutes later by man-of-the- 
match, George North, who went on a long, 
curving, in-and-out run that left defenders 
scrabbling in his wake, to touch down under 
the posts, end his try ‘drought’, and finally 
confirm his return to world class form. 

With the scoreline reading 39-0 and Wales 
now rampant in all areas, it might have been 
expected that Italian heads would drop, but far 
from it and they hit back through a converted 
try, which was cancelled out almost 
immediately by full back Liam Williams’ 
touchdown that widened the gap to 46-7. 

Wales conceded another converted try on the 
hour mark, but then mustered a powerful 
forward surge that saw the impressive Ross 
Moriarty, who had replaced the injured Justin 
Tipuric, early in the first half, cross over and 
emerge with a big smile on his face! 

At 53-14, the outclassed visitors could have 
been forgiven for looking at the clock but there 
was still time for them to have a try disallowed 
and for Wales to add two more touchdowns, by 
that man Moriarty again, and replacement 
scrum half Gareth Davies, both of which were 
converted by replacement outside half Rhys 
Priestland, for a final score of 67-14.

Further proof that Gatland and Wales have a 
rich vein of youthful talent to tap in the future, 
came when the prolific under-20s team outshone 
the seniors by completing their first ever Grand 
Slam with a comprehnensive 35-6 demolition of 
Italy in Colwyn Bay - and in the process, adding 
four more tries to the six they had run in against 
outclassed England.
